of living by four to five per cent. 
While this means reducing the total 
consumption in the country by that 
amount, it does not mean anything 
of the sort to the majority of people.

But the housewife will find 
her grocery bills have grown by 
more than 50 per cent. The family 
would now have to spend some 
111,500 per month on food instead

Tf it pays IL700 on ἃ mortgage 
loan, this would leave 11.300 to cover 
utilities, clothing, transport, local 
taxes, education and (if it cam even 
be thought of) entertainment. All of 
these items, of course, will soon go 
up in price if they have not already 
done so. 

The fear and uncertainty stem not 
so much from the steps already an- 
nounced — these, 2s most taxes and 
shortages, can be adjusted to. In 
fact, just 10 days before the pro- 
gramme was announced, Treasury 
officials were poring over a study 
by an independent research firm 
which Indicated that 70 per cent of 
the population thought consumption 
and the standard of living were too 
high, and that most persons would 
be prepared to “tighter the belt.” 
Moreover, even the family with the

Rabin plea to 
unions today

TEL AVIV. — The Prime Minister 
end Finance Minister are to ad- 
Gress the Histadrut Executive 
this morning to seek the trade 
unions’ cooperation in the economic 
squeeze pr ε. 

Government and Histadrut repre- 
sentatives maintained telephone con- 
tact yesterday, in an effort to reach 
some compromisze over the cost-of- 
living increment to become due with 
the latest and anticipated price in- 
creases. The Government does not 
want to pay this in full. 

Later today, the leaders of each 
side will reportedly meet to see 
whether concrete proposals are 
worth exchanging. 

The draft resolutions which the 
Histadrut Central Committee ap- 
proved yesterday after a talk with 
Mr. Rabinowitz insist not only on 
the full cost-of-living allowance next 
January. but on an immediate pay- 
ment on account of future increases. 
The Government argues that if the 
new price increases are taken into 
account, the cost-of-living al- 
lowance will soar to a degree that 
will cancel out the benefits of the 
economic reform. 

Mr. Rabinowitz told the Central 
Committee that he understood how 
painful the economic measures were, 
but asked for cooperation “because 
there is no alternative.” Only if 
the plan is executed ie there hope 
for the economy to revive. 

Uriel Abrahamowitz, head of the 
Trades Union Department, stressed 
that the issue was “not only econo- 
mic, but political." The Histadrut, 
he said, must handle the situation 
gently, so as not to destroy the 
chance of setting the economy on a 
healthier course. 

Other speakers complained of the 
unprecedented sharp measures and 
advised the Government to press 
“those who earn IL200,000 a year” 
rather than ask the average work- 
er for sacrifices beyond the Umit 
he can bear. 

The strongest complaint against 
the Government was that the His- 
tadrut had not been consulted before 
the Government acted.

THREATENED BY possible par- 
liamentary defeat, the Labour 
Alignment faction yesterday post- 
poned a Knesset vote on the Gov- 
ernment's new economic measures. 

Opposition within the faction to 
some of the measures had caused 
concern among the whips that the 
Government's majority might be 
endangered. 

A vote in the faction late yes- 
terday evening resulted in only 
three (Labour) members oppos- 
ing the government’s program- 
me, while four Mapam MKs ab- 
stained. Coalition chairman Moshe 
Wertmen indicated the House 
would probably vote on the eco- 
nomic packet today. 

By late last night, it appeared 
that the Government had softened 
its stand on paying no compen- 
sation at all for the rise in the 
cost-of-living index. Coalition whip 
Moshe Wertman noted that Mr. 
Rabinowitz specifically stated in 
the Knesset yesterday that a 
considerable part. “but not all,” 
of the e-o-] rise would remain 
without compensation. 

Mr. Wertman said too that 
consultations with the Histadrut 
were “essential” for any change 
in c-o-l arrangements. 


Likud—despite substantia) sup- 
ort within its ranks for the 
vernment’s new economic poli- 
cy — decided it would vote as a 
bloc against it. 

Three Labour party rebels told 
the caucus they would not support 
the Government unless the Histad- 
rut were satisfied on compensation 
to workers for price rises. The 
three were Lova Eliav, Haviv Shi- 
moni, of Jerusalem, and Jacques 
Amir, of Dimona. 

Mapam convened a joint meet- 
ing of its six-member Knesset 
faction and its Histadrut repre- 
sentatives in Tel Aviv yesterday 
morning. Over the views of Elie- 
zer Ronen MK, it was decided 
the party would abstain in the 
Knesset vote unless agreement 
were reached with the Histadrut

Labour's parliamentary troubles 
deepened after the Likud yesterday 
decided itt would cast its votes 
against the Government rather than 
abstain. After meeting with its 
representatives in the Histadrut, 
the Likud parliamentary caucus 
decided on this course by 16 votes. 
Nine were in favour of abstaining. 

Likud opinion divided along per- 
sonal rather than factional lines. 
Thus the Liberals were split five- 
five (for abstaining were Mesars. 
Rimalt, Erlich, Abramov, Y. Tamir 
and Patt: for voting against the 


Government were Messrs. Nissim, 
Katz, Gruper. Ditzien and EBe’erl). 
The remaining three yotes favour- 
ing abstention came from the State 
List (two) and Akiva Nof of the 
Free Centre. 

In Mapam, too, there was divi- 
sion. Eliezer Ronen came out against 
the declared position of his own 
party when he told a Labour- 
Alignment caucus yesterday there 
wes no choice but to go along 
with Mr. Rabinowitz’ programme. 

He said there would be between 
80,000 to 100,000 unemployed in 
1975 if the programme were fol- 
lowed; there would be 200,000 to 
250,000 unemployed if it were not. 


Ronen said the troubles now 
sprung upon the economy full 
strength — dwindling foreign cur- 
ΤΌΠΟΥ reserves and the rising cost 
of primary products — had been 
brewing for three years. It wag 
Government failure to take any ac- 
tion during this period that was to 
blame for the present situation. 
He said that had the standard of 
living not been permitted to rise 
Sharply it would not have to be 
cut so sharply. 

Speaking at the caucus, Yosef 
Sarid sald the new measures would 
not work without persona) example 
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from the leadership. He suggested 
civil servants give up their office 
cars and travel by bus and that 
Ministers — except for a top few 
— share a car pool and use buses 
sometimes too. Furthermore, all 
trips abroad should be cancelled 
until the end of the year except 
by special approval. 

Lova Eliav complained at Govern- 
ment failure to consult any of the 
party forums before taking such 
drastic measures. He said the man- 
ner in which the programme was 
carried out had allowed specula- 
tors to amass riches in the weeks 
before devaluation. 

Eliav said the measures deepened 
the rift between the haves and 
have-nots, “between Sucrazit and 
sugar-users, between penthouse and 
shack-dwellers." 

In a hard-hitting speech to the 
Labour caucus, Amir said workers 
could not be expected to make 
sacrifices “when there fs so much 
corruption in the country.”

We're all poorer, says Rabinowitz

THE TRUE significance in the in- 
crease of prices of fuel and food 
on the world market is that all the 
citizens of Israel have hecome poorer 
and there is nobody to compensate 
us for it. 

Artificially low prices for fuel and 
food cannot be maintained at the 
cost of grave budgetary deficits, 
social and ecanomic distortions, 
waste of forelgn currency, and fur- 
ther deterioration in the balance of 
payments, Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz said in the Knesset yes- 
terday, in a Government statement 
on the economic squeeze programme. 

The Minister said that without 
restraint on wages and incomes, the 
economic programme could not suc- 
ceed. Every effort would be made 
to coordinate the programme with 
the Histadrut. He expected that the 
workers and their leadership would 
Tecognize the crucial role which they 
played in the success of what was 
8. crucial policy. 

After other countries had fought 
their wars, he said, they went over

Rioters on.

— Mobs broke out 
of the Hatikva Quarter here last 
night and poured down Allenby 
Road smashing windows, looting 
stores and stoning passing vehi-

Unlike Sunday night's riots, which 
were restricted to the Hatikva Quar- 
ter itself, rioters last night managed 
to evade police barricades and get 
aa far as the Carmel market, smash- 
ing 15 shop windows on the way, 
Including a giant Hamashbir display 
window. During the first wave, which 
began shortly after 6 p.m.. 19 persons 
were arrested — including a nine- 
year-old boy and a woman passer- 
by who tried to take advantage of 
the situation by helping herself to 
clothing and shoes from one of the 
stores. 


Police managed to restore some 
Sort of order, with reinforced patrols 
along Allenby Street and also Dizen- 
goff Circle, where it was feared the 
rioting might erupt. The mobs were 
permitted to roam along Allenby 
Street as long as they kept them- 
selves in hand, but shortly after 8 
p-m. the mood became ugly when 
several youths set fire to crates in 
the Hatikva market. Reinforced 
Police squads made further arrests, 
bringing the total to 35. One of the 
rioters was injured in the clash. 
Firemen were called in to douse the 
flames. 

A few of the rioters clalmed they 
were Black Panthers demonstrating 
against price rises following the Gov- 
ernment's recent austerity measures. 
But the Panthers have strongly 
denied that they were responsible 
for Sunday night's riots. In a state- 
Ment yesterday, the Panthers con- 
demned the riots which, they claimed. 
were injtiated by “irresponsible ele- 
ments who forced themselves among 
the demonstrators.” 


A spokesman for the Panthers also 
condemned the arrest of five of their 
leaders, including Shalom Cohen, 
which, he claimed “prevented them 
from coming to the Hatikva Quarter 
to cool things down.” 

In all, 34 persons were detained 
following Sunday night's riots. in 
which 30 stores — Including three 
banks — were broken into, 14 Dan 
buses and several parked cars were 
stoned and damaged. All were re- 
leased yesterday evening, including

Rabin: ‘Burden 
will be carried 
by middle-class’

BEERSHEBA. — Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin said yesterday that 
the burden of the present austerity 
measures will be carried mainly by 
the middle-class. Those at the top 
of the economic ladder will also be 
affected — but they won't get any 
poorer, and the underprivileged will 
be compensated by the Government, 
he said.

Ports lead price protests

Workers at the country’s two 
main seaports and Ben-Gurion Air- 
port took time off from their jobs 
yesterday to express dissatisfaction 
with the Government's new economic 
programme and price rises yester- 
day. 

In Haifa Port, the 1,800 stevedores 
ποιὰ an hour-long protest strike, 
demanding pay rises to cover the 
higher prices. The strike, which did 
little damage to work at the port. 
reportedly had tacit Labour Council 
approval, as it backed up Histadrut 
warnings of “agitation” among 
workers. 

Histadrut secretary Yeruham Me- 
shel is to meet with Haifa works 
committees tomorrow to discuss the 
price rises. 

The port workers were especially 
incensed at a Sunday TV discussion 
on economic policy during which 
participants said that “port work- 
ers, who do not earn least, are 
striking.” One worker retorted that 
the participants — two professors, 
the Governor of the Bank of Israel 
and the Transport Minister — “all 
make far more than we do.” 

A similar one-hour strike was 
held by 220 workers at the Matmar 
meta) plant formerly Autocars Tid 
assembly plant}. i 
- In Ashdod too, port-woFkérs took 
atisfac- 
tion by walking off the job to attend 
an hour-long protest meeting. The 
port workers, who threaten longer 
strikes if they do not get pay in- 
creases to cover the new prices, 
are planning a protest march for 4 
p.m. today. 

Representatives of the Ashdod 
workers committees met yesterday 
at the Rogozin plant. Today they 
are to go to the Histadrut building 
here to make a formal protest. 

At Ben-Gurion Alrport, the load- 
ing workers met to demand action 

jt the new policy. However, 
they found that other airport work- 


ers were unwilling to join in a 
strike at this time. : 

In other attacks on the Govern- 
ment’s new economic policies. the 
Mapam Youth Division yesterday 
said the measures threatened the 
country with recession and un- 
employment, imposing the maio 
burden on workers. Mapam youth 
said that the measures had “en- 
riched the few at the expense of 
the many.” They urged tmmediate 
price compensation, instant payment 
of C-o-L allowance, review of the 
price increases of basic commodi- 
ties and heavier taxes on the bet- 
ter-off income bracket. 

The Moked Communists urged 
the Government to nationalize the 
banks. Leaflets were distributed 
among working places yesterday. 

The Secretariat of the Working 
Youth Organization ted that 
the C-o-L allowances be paid in 
full on middle and lower-bracket 
salaries, but be curtailed for higher 
salaries, The Secretariat decided to 
support the Government's policies 
but requested that the real income 
of the worker not be impaired.

Still no 
accord on 
hotel rates

Talks continued through most of 
the day yesterday between repre- 
Sentatives of the Government and 
the Israel Hotels Association with- 
out agreement being reached on 
the adjustments required by the 
hotel industry to meet the devalua- 
tion and price increases. 

The hoteliers appear inclined to 
Maintain the rates as previously 
Published for 1974/75, providing 
that the quotations in dollars ap- 
ply. The main difference concerns 
the payment of incentives to hotels 
introduced some years ago — whe- 
ther it should be retained and, if 
so, at which rate. 

Hitherto tourist hotels received a 
bonus of 111.10 for every - dollar 
earned — getting IL5.30 for every 
dollar turned in to the Treasury. 
One view in the Government is that 
there is no longer any justification 
for incentive payments now that 
the hotels are to receive IL6 per 
dollar. 

Hotel owners, on the other hand, 
insist that the 43 per cent dif- 
ference in the value of the dollar 
does not nearly cover the greatly 
increased operating costs. Even the 
current incentive of IL1.10, they 
claim, would not provide adequate 
compensation. 

The hoteliers have for some time 
now been complaining of discrimi- 
nation in the size of the incentive, 


“which was higher for manufactur- 


ing exporters. The rate for the 
latter has now.been fixed at 11.1.30, 
which for them “is a decrease front 
the previous incentive. Indications 
are that the hotel owners are press- 
ing for a similar sum. 
Negotiations are to continue to- 


day.

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Devaluation Shopping calm at markets 
but brisk at electric shops 


gives boost 
to exporters

TEL AVIV. — Devaluation has 
given = needed boost to exporters 
in the opinion of both Dr. M, Man- 
delbaum, director-general of the Mi- 
nistry of Commerce and Industry, 
and Dr. Gideon Naor, director-gen- 
eral of the Export Institute. 

The two officials believe that be- 
cause of the declining home market 
for locally-made products,. due to 
the reduced purchasing power, the 
manufacturers’ should find the for- 


Dr. Mandelbaum said at a 
conference yesterday that the deva- 
luation is likely to boost home de- 
mand for locally-produced industrial 
equipment. In order to encourage 
this, he reported that the 15 per 
went import levy is applied also to 
‘equipment ordered by approved ma- 
nufacturers, which make large in- 
dustrial investments. 

‘The levy is now applied to all Im- 
ports including fyel and the sub- 
sidized basic commodities, Dr, Man- 
delbaum said, adding that even after 
the cuts in the subsidies, they are 
‘still bigger than budgeted half a 


‘year ago. While the amount inclu- 


ded in the original 1974-75 budget 
was 1L800m., the amount scheduled 
for the next fiscal year is IL2,500m. 

Dr. Naor told The Jerusalem Post 
:that the export premium now paid 
by the Government ranges from 
1.1.08 to 11.1.30 on each dollar earned 
(an exporter receives the regular 
1L6 phis the premium). This is con- 
sidered sufficient even for those sec- 
tors, such as textile, processed foods, 
and plywood, which have been facing

Many merchants preferred 
to charge the old price rather than 
wait for Commerce Ministry Inspec-

Since the economic measures will 
not only affect imports, some shop- 
Pera turned their attention to locally 
produced merchandise, Such as car- 
pets and, to a lesser degree, fur- 
Niture. Most retallers yesterday ex- 
pressed anxiety that these are their 
last days of booming business. 
Others, however, expressed concern 
that while the shopping rush dep- 
leted their stocks, new supplies 
were slow to come. 


West Bankers to review 
economic developments

Business in the West Bank ap- 
Pears to have been disrupted, with 
a large number of shops irt Judea 
and Samaria towns, as well as in 
the Old City of Jerusalem remain- 
ing closed yesterday as merchants 
claimed to be taking stock and 
altering prices. 

The authorities were likely to de- 
mand that the~shops be reopened 
promptly. There was reason to 
suspect that the economic confusion 
might be exploited by extremists 
planning to instigate a general 
business strike tomorrow to mark 
the beginning of the Palestine de- 
bate at the UN General Assembly. 

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
yesterday wamed that the aothori- 
ties were determined to quell any 
extremist attempt at sabotaging 
normalization on the West Bank, 
stressing that Israel would still be 
responsible for law and order in the 
territory “for several years to 
come.” 

Mr. Peres said this during a visit 
to Jericho where he discussed with 
Mayor Haj Shafik Bali and town 
Councillors the impact of recent 
economic developments in Jericho 
and the neighbourhood. 

Mr. Peres noted that yesterday's 
was his third visit in the West Bank 
since the Rabat Arab summit con- 
ference, which acknowledged the 
Palestine Liberation ization 
(PLO) as the sole representative of 


the people of Judea and Samaria. 
The Minister observed that while 
there had been some “excitement” 
in some West Bank circles over the 
Arab summit support for the PLO, 
he stressed that there was-a re- 
turn to sobriety as the population 
became aware of the political con- 
Sequences of the Rabat summit's 
decision. 


CAIRO ON ISRAEL 
DEVALUATION 


CAIRO (AP). — Israel’s devaluation 
of the pound makes a Ne out of its 
claim of economic strength in the 
same way the October war proved 
it was not militarily superior to the 
Arabs, the semi-official Cairo news- 
paper “Al Ahram” said yesterday, 

All the city’s newspapers gave 
front-page treatment to the Israeli 
Cabinet's emergency decision, 

"Al Ahram” said it was clear 
Israel could not exist without mas~ 
sive help from outside and said the 
country's current woes were the 
result of "rejecting of the pew si~ 
tuation and unwillingness to give up 
traditional beliefs.” 

“Al Ahram" said there were dan- 
gers for world peace unless these 
attitudes changed. 

The mass circulation daily "Al 
Akhbar” said Israel now was facing 
problems other “colonialist” nations 
had faced. 

It suggested Israel eventuaily 
would withdraw from Arab lands 
just as colonialist powers had aban- 
doned empires, but said the Arab 
states must be ready in all fields, 
“even a resumption of the lbera- 
tion war, if necessary, to sap Israel 
completely.”

It said a survey of more than 
1,000 companies taken between June 
and October showed “further dete 
rioration in optimism about the gen- 
eral business situation” and worrles 
about continually mounting costs.

— Prime Minister 
‘Kakuei Tanaka replied to criticism 
of his policies and his personal for- 
tune yesterday by denying any finah- 
cial wrongdoing and then partially 
Teshuffling his cabinet. 

Tanaka's moves appeared to eng 
speculation he would resign follow- 
ing the scheduled visit to Japan 
next week by U.S. President Gerald 
Ford.

conference to deny that he bad used 
his official position to increase his 
private fortune. 

Be said he was having his aides 
check every assertion in a recent 
article in the monthly magazine 
“Bungei Shunju” that raised doubts 
about how he had built up his 
wealth. 

“But I think it is teo early to 
Say clearly when, where ood how 
l'will make clear my explanations 
about my financia! affairs," said the 
36-year-old conservative leader, who

After the news conference, he 
changed 11 ministers in his 21-mem- 
ber cabinet but retained Joyal col- 
league Masayoshi Ohira as Finance 
Minister. Also retained were For- 
eign Minister Toshio Kimura and 
Minister of International Trade and 
Industry Yasuhiro Nakasone. 

Two prominent Tanaka foes with- 


in the ruling party, former Finance 
Minister Takeo Fukuda and former 
Deputy Prime Minister Takeo Miki, 
declined Tanaksa’s request that they 
cooperate in the reshuffle. 

But Tanaka's new cabinet, like 
his old one, still has three members 
of Fukuda's faction within the party 
and two members of Miki's. 

Besides questions over his private 
wealth and national problems such 
as inflation and unemployment, Ta- 
naka is in trouble over the recent 
testimony of a retired U.S. admiral 
that U.S. warships do not unload 
their nuclear weapons ‘to visit for- 
eign ports. His government has 
stated often that the U.S. is abiding 
by Japan’s ban on nuclear weapons. 

As for his personal wealth, if 
he fails to clear his name, he said, 
he will assume responsibility — 
which often means resigning. 

But Tanaka told the nationally 
televised news conference, “I can 
say clearly 1 have not committed 
any action violating the Idw. To 
prove this, as I said earlier, I am 
now asking many people to check 
my records in the past. It is a 
survey on my records from 1945." 

Tanaka became prime minister in 
July 1972, the first man to gain 
the post without going through ¢s- 
tablishment schools or working his 
way up through the bureaucracy. 
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Party organ, accused the official Chi- 
nese news agency Hsinhua of unfair 
eriticism of the Soviet hockey team 
which defeated a Canadian team in 
8 Moscow series Jast month.

Missing Earl 
claims innocence 
in murder-attack: 


LONDON (AP). — British press 
reports say that the missing Barl 
of Lucan, wanted for questioning 
about the murder of his children’s 

nanny and a bloody attack on his 
estranged wife, has written to his 
brother-in-law, William Shand-Kydd, 
professing his innocence, 

Scotland Yard declined to say 
what the letter said but several 
uewspapers reported the Earl claim- 
ed he saw his wife struggling with 
ἃ man as he passed her house late 
‘Thursday evening. “I rushed inside 
but the man managed to escape 
and ran off," the Earl was quoted 
as in the letter. He added 
that he, too, decided to disappear. 

Police yesterday laupched a search 
of hundreds of boats at the English 
Channel port of Newhaven after 
the discovery there on Sunday of a 
car the Earl borrowed from a friend 
8. week ago. 

Yard sources described the find- 
ing of the abandoned Ford Corsair 
auto as the first major break for 
police investigating the murder last 
‘Thursday night at the elegant Lon- 
don home of Lady Lucan, wife of 
the alee peer. 

Mrs. Sandra Rivett, the 29-year- 
old nanny, was found battered to 
death and trissed in 8. canvas bag 
in the basement of the house near 
the Belgravia mansion where the 
television serles “Upstairs Down- 
stairs” is filmed. Lady Lucan, 35, 
ran into the street pouring blood 
and screaming: “Murder, murder, 
murder.”

More and more gold has gone 
into private hands in the last 
few years but most governments 
cling to thelr gold reserves as a 
final resort. This year the Italian 
economy is being bailed out by its 
substantial. gold stock. 

A problem is that world pro- 
duction of gold is now 
and there is no way to stem the 
Mecline. South African production 
reached 9 peak of 1,000 tons m 
1970. It has declined steadily since 
and no increase in production any- 
where elve in the world can make 
up for theSouth African decline. 
World gold production last year 
was 1,500 tons. 

Last year, an extra 500 tons went 
into private hoards at the seme 
time as gold jewellery fabrication 
slumped as a reaction to the huge 
increase in price. In recent years 
most of the annual gold production 
has gone into jewellery and other 
commercial fabrications.

Private dealing in gold has al- 
ways been shrouded in mystery — 
particularly after successive gov- 
ernments restricted private holdings. 

The main official gold dealing 
centres are Zurich, London and Win- 
nipeg. The main unofficial trading 
centres are Zurich, London and Vie- 
tianne, Hongkong and Singapore. 

Until very recently Indians were 
the world's biggest private gold 
buyers. Gold js 8 traditional store 
of value in India. Heirlooms and 
trinkets are passed down from gen- 
eration ta gemeration and dowries 
are often paid ἐπ gold. It hag been 
estimated there is 8,000 tons of 
gold privately beld in India. 

Today increasing numbers of 
private tndividuals in the world are 
buying gold as their hedge against 
inflation. 

‘Most governments refuse to even 
contemplate a return to a position 
where the metal is central to in- 
ternational currency dealing. Its 
favours are too arbitrary. Its supply 
cannot be increased; and it still 
fosters economie nightmares. 

But while the wise counsel againat 
the reactivation of gold a3 the 
main international reserve currency, 
more and more governments are 
having to use it against their better 
judgement. 

The re-emergence of gold has 
maggive political ramifications. Most 
economists and international fmance 
ministers would like to gee the de- 
vate over gold dead and buried 
But it refuses to die gracefully.

WEST BANK PLANS 


BOTH THE PRIME MINISTER 
and the Foreign Minister hinted 
yesterday that the Government 
has begun to consider new 
ideas, and reconsider some old 
for a unilateral Israeli 
approach towards the West 
Bank problem. Any such solu- 
tion would inevitably be an in- 
terim solution — useful and 
valid until such time as Jordan 
returns to the political arena 
and expresses its readiness to 
negotiate a_ territorial compro- 
mise with Israel, or the West 
Bank itself produces a visible 
leadership. 

Jordan's renunciation of its 
role on the West Bank need not 
necessarily prevent all further 
moves towards a settlement, 
Foreign Minister Allon observed 
yesterday. (Negotiation with 
the PLO cannot ‘be considered 
a viable option while the basic 
dogma of the Organization 
is that the sovereign Jewish 
state must disappear.) 

The various alternatives now 
‘being considered — and some 
of them are revived suggestions 
from the immediate post-Six 
Day War period — essentially 
involve the principle of some 
measure of local autonomy for 
the West Bank population, so 
that they effectively run their 
own affairs while the Israel 
army remains in its present 
positions, and in control of the 
area's internal and external 
security. 

The idea was part of the ori- 
final “Allon Pian," formulated 
by Yigal Allon soon after the 
1967 war, The same basic idea 
underlay Moshe Dayan's more 
recent proposal — rejected by 
King Hussein — for a “func- 
tional disengagement" on the 
West Bank. Whereas-a military 
disengagement would involve 
strategic withdrawals which 


Israel is not prepared to make, 
a “functional” arrangement 
could mean the restoration of 8 
jarge measure of ἢν self- 
government to the West Bank, 

When these ideas were frst 
mooted, King Hussein was still 
seen as the primary negotiat- 
ing partner who would have to 
approve of, if not participate 
in, any such arrangements. Now 
thet the King has removed 
himself from the arena — at 
jeast for the present — these 
ideas, if they are to be imple- 
mented, would have to be nego- 
tiated solely with the West 
Bank leaders themselves. 

The Golda Meir Government 
has been criticized in some 
quarters for not seeking to 
create or foster the emergence 
of a local, non-PLO, leadership 
on the West Bank during the 
1967-73 period. This view holds 
that after the PLO's successes 
at Rabat and at the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly all hope has va- 
nished for an independent and 
less extremist Palestinian lea- 
dership. 

The opposite may in fact be 
the case. Once the first flush 
of the PLO's victories has 
faded, responsible local digni- 
taries may ‘begin to reconsider 
the Organization's political ex- 
tremism and terrorist methods 
— likely to be turned against 
them, too — and to understand 
that Israel will not consign it- 
self to eventual elimination by 
permitting an Organization de- 
dicated to its destruction to 
take control of an area so close 
τ its own centres of popula- 

jon,

TO ERR IS HUMAN 


FOREIGN MINISTER ALLON's 
“correction” of Information Min- 
ister Yariv’s “embarrassing mis- 
take" (see page one} was as 
heavy-handed as it was super- 
fluous. 

To err is human, but for the 
Information Minister to have 
erred at a public press con- 
ference over so important an 
issue as the U.S. Secretary’s 
plans to visit the Middle East 
was unfortunate. 

The Information Minister is 
the authoritative spokesman of 
the Government, he must 
check and double-check that his 
facts are correct before he 
places them before the public. 

The Government's own remiss- 
ness ‘in failing ‘to correct Mr. 
Yariv's announcement — quoted 
all over ‘the world — for three 
days is therefore hard to under- 
stand; it is understood that the 
situation with respect to the 
visit did not undergo a last- 
minute change. 

There wes no need, however, 


for Foreign Minister Allon pub- 
licly to discredit Yariv at a 
press conference in Jerusalem 
festerday, The Foreign Ministry 
new on Sunday that Mr. Yariv 
had erred. He and the error 
could have been put right in 
time for subsequent broadcasts. 

Instead, Mr. Allon proclaim- 
ed to ‘the world that the Infor- 
mation Minister had been mis- 
taken, that, in effect, he had 
not been fully ed on the 
results of the talks with Dr.

‘The crucial aspect of the debate is not 
so much the discussion of the Palestinian 
problem in itself as the attempt of the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization (PLO) to 
establish itself at the world forum as the 
Tepresentative of the Palestinians as “a 
people entitled to a homeland.” 

‘The PLO representatives are headed by 
Yasser Arafat, leader of “al-Fateh,” the 
largest of its sabotage groups, They are 
already assured of their thrust into the 
international arena by the UN General 
Agsembly’s invitation fo them to open to- 
morrow’s debate on the Palestinians. 


International support for the demands of 
Arafat's PLO can still affect the Middle East 
situation drastically and dramatically. The 
possibility of recognition being extended 
to the PLO cannot be ruled out, 
since many of the 138 UN member-states 
tan hardly be expected to investigate all 
the: facts before making a ruling. 

‘Not many delegates at the UN General 
Assembly are likely to detect the ultimate 
aim behind the PLO’s claim to a homeland 
in a “Palestinian secular state,” of which 
the most moderate interpretation would 
T™Mean the elimination of Israel sovereignty. 
Nor can they be expected to realize, 
or care about, the fact that Arafat's PLO 
may for a certain section of the 
PalesHnians but not for all Palestinians, 
especially with the majority of them living 
in Jordan, the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. Nor are they likely to know, or be 
troubled, that Arafat, when he comes to 
the UN, will not even be speaking for the 
entire PLO. He speaks only for three of 
the movement's founding organizations — 
his own Fatah group, Nayef Hawatmeh’s 
Popular Democratic Front for the Lihera- 
tion of Palestine and the Syrian-backed 
“as-Se'eka” organization led by Zuhair 
Mohsin. The other three sections — Dr. 
George Habash’'s Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine; Ahmed Jibril's 
P.F.L.P,-General Command; and the Ira- 
gi-backed Arab Liberation Front led 
by Abdul-Wahab Kayyali — are allied in 
ἃ so-called “objection front.” They oppose 
Arafat's leadership and his political moves, 
because they insist on a continued military 
confrontation with Israel for “the libera- 
tion of ali Palestine.” 

All that many UN delegates are likely 
to think is that Arafat represents a libera- 
tlon movement which speaks for over three 
million Palestinians.
